have appeared in tho area occupied by 
th*- 
Americans 
they have 
attracted 
great attention among the civilians. 
in Treves Coblenz and other places, 
during tile early days of the occupa­ 
tion, crowds assembled w herever any 
negro soldiers stopped in the streets, 
and it was necessary for the military 
police to enforce the orders prohibit­ 
ing gatherings in the public thorough­ 
fares. Even yet in Coblenz and Troves, 
where there are a number of npgro 
soldiers, the negroes attract crowds of 
German children every time they ap­ 
pear in tile streets. 
The German soldier also regards the 
negro with great curiosity.

German soldier in 
Itengsdorf, the German army, early in 
the 
war, 
offered 
a 
reward of 
400 
m arks for the capture alive of each 
negro. The discharged German soldier 
said that throughout the w ar German 
soldiers lived in great fear and even 
terror, of the negroes, and it was in 
order to overcome this fear that re­ 
w ards were offered.
